157."i. it being 
i-hc- Iir.st;i:iiiivers;iry of tho deliverance 
of that city from siege. 


In July. Iiii'i, a day of fnptir.fr and 


prayer was appointed on account of 
drought. U;iin came abundantly while 
they were praying, and the governor ap- 
pointed a day of thanksgiving which 
was observed with religious exercises. 
The Charles-town records show a similar 
change of fast day into Thanksgiving in 
lliiH, on account of Uie arrival of sup- 
plies from Ireland. 


Dr. Franklin tells us that in a lime of 


great despondency among the settlors of 
New England it was proposed in one of 
their public meeting!; to proclaim a fast. 
.An aged farmer rose and spoke of their 
provoking heaven with their romplaints,, 
and of the cause luoy had for thanks- 
giving. He then made a motion that in- 
stead of appointing a day of fasting, 
they should appoint, a day of thanksgiv- 
ing. The assembly readily agreed.

Mail Delivery for the Country. 
Chicago Record: Tho question of 


rural free mail delivery which 
was 


brought up again in the sessions of the 
National Grange at Springfield, 111., is 
one which every farmer and resident of 
rural territory should regard with a 
view to the practical steps necessary to 
attain tho results desired. As the secre- 
tary of tho Springfield congress said in 
his address, theio is no reason to doubt 
that an efficient and satisfactory rural 
delivery service could be put in opera- 
tion at an early day without inflicting a 
heavier burden of expense upon the 
postofHce department than the results 
would warrant. 


What [hose results bo, no farmer liv- 


ing in the isolation of a homo too farm 
the postofBco for daily communication, 
needs to be told. 
Of tho various agen- 


cies which before long will tend to turn 
back the stream of people flowing from 
the country t to the cities, none will be 
more influential than the establishment 
of rural free mail delivery. Once let tho 
farmers have this necessity, and good 
roads and country life will be far 
less tho thing of loneliness and isolation 
that it is now. 


It is true that farmers should pay heed 


to tho suggestions made in tho grange 
congress aud take steps for an organized 
effort for free mail delivery. They aro 
entitled to it and they can have it if 
they will but back up their request by 
organization and present it to the fed- 
oral government in some practical way. 
The increased revenues resulting from 
such delivery, duo to tho vast increase 
in the use of tbo mails, would very 
nearly offset tho increased cost. The 
investigations of Mr. Wanamaker while 
postmaster-general go far toward estab- 
lishing this.

On fifteen 
cows no examination of tho amount o 
butter fat contained in tho milk yieldcc 
(or the two days, including the day o 
dehorning and tho following day, show 
a loss of 2 ai-lOOths pounds of butt'e 
fat, or equivalent to 9 3-100ths por ccn 
of the yield for two days. • A similar ex 
ami nation for the subsequent two day 
shows that tho average yield for the 
specified time is the same as tho average 
yield for too fa'vo days preceding the 
date of dehorning. These results shcn 
conclusively that tho effect of dohornin 
upon the flow of milk is practicably un 
noticeable, and tho groat benefits to lit 
derived from such operation make i 
highly commendable to all fcrmors.

OUR TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


Points of Difference Ilctwuen tho Old and 


tho Notv, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 —The proposed 


new treaty between Japan and the 
United Htates was signed by the secre- 
tary of state and Minister Kurino yes- 
terday morning and will be sent to the 
senate for ratification on the reassem 
bling, December 3. 


It replaces the old treaty of 1858 be- 


tween the United States and Japan, 
and the principal differences from ex- 
isting" conditions are as follows: 


The foreign settlements become in- 


corporated with the general municipal 
system of Japan, the foreign consular 
authorities being replaced by the Jap- 
anese 
judicial 
authorities. 
This 


sweeps away tho extra territoriality 
clauses of the existing treaties, which 
have been so long repugnant to Japan, 
and which made an American who in- 
fringed Japanese laws amenable to 
trial only before an American consul 
under American law. 


In return for this concession by the1 


United States, existing limits of travel 
for Americans in Japan are abolished, 
and the citizens of the United States 
and the subjects of Japan have full 
liberty to travel or reside where they 
will, enjoying full protection for their 
persons or property. 
This, however, 


docs not enable Japanese to c6me to 
the United States in violation of our 
contract labor laws.
